FALSE TESTIMONY. 

A Perjured Affidavit ' Procured by 
Counsel for Mnrderor Holmes 
—Great Sensation. 



The Offence Brought Home to the 
Advocate in the Clearest Pos- 
sible Manner. 



Philadelphia, Nov. 18.— William A. 
Shoemaker, senior oouusol for tho defence of 
tho convicted murderer H. H. Holmes, is 
ohargod with manufacturing evidence for 
tho defence by bribing a woman who knew 
nothing of tho case to swear in Holmes' 
favor. (To-day was fixed for argument of 
tho motion for a new trial and Judge Ar- 
nold was joined by Judgoa Thayer and Wil- 
son. Mr, Shoemaker asked that argument 
be postponed, as since the vordiob he had 
come Into possession of new information and 
additional clues of vital importance to the 
oase, whioh would result in Holmes' acquit- 
tal. 

Subsequent to the trial, ho continued, 
they obtained information of a person who 
knew Holmes while ho lived at 1336 Callow 
Hill, from whom thoy procured an affidavit. 
This waa made by Blanche A. Hannigan, 
and In substance is thut In August, 18114, 
she kept a oigar store at 1239 Callow Hill 
street, and knew Fitzel ua Perry. On 
August 19, when he waa in the atore, she 
told him that she would have to leava the 
store to visit a dying friend, whereupon 
Pitzel spoke of the uncertainties of life, Bay- 
ing be had more troubles than anyone would 
suppose ; thab he would not care If lb was 
he who was dying instead of her friend. 
He spoke of many troubles and added : 
" The end would aoon come, as he could not 
stand ib much longor." Hia actions and 
words tended to show thoughts of suicide. 

In presenting the affidavit, Mr. Shoe- 
maker said MrB. Hannigan would have come 
forward with this testimony before but she 
disliked notoriety, and had been out of the 
city for some time. Besides this new testi- 
mony, Mr. Shoemaker went on that there 
were many other clues to be run down, some 
of which came to his knowledge as late as 
laBt Saturday. 

DiBtrlot Attorney Graham asked that 
Mrs. Hannigan be called to the stand, Mr. 
Rotan replied that bo was nnablo to find 
Mrs. Hannigan, and that the affidavit had 
been procured by John Sweokler, dotectivo. 
Counsel would not permit her testimony un- 
til ho had an opportunity to examine her 
privately to. sift tbe truth of her statements. 
Mr. Shoemaker Bald that the affidavit had 
boen written by himself at tbe direotlon of 
Mrs. Hannigan. 

Upon thiB, Mr. Graham arose, and said 
that during tho early part of tho recant trial 
ho had received information that offorts had 
been made to at euro false testimony by bri- 
bery. Liter he learned that those efforts 
were -being prosoouted to tho end. There- 
upon he Bent for the person thus employed 
to furnish evidence and she was in court 
at the present time. " I will produce her, 
show that she was employed by Mr. Shoe- 
maker ; that she was taken to his office and 
questioned ; that she said Bhe knew nothing 
about the case ; that the attorney then told 
her that waa all right ; that sho was in- 
duced upon payment of §20, to sign the 
affidavit which bad been already prepared." 

Mr. Shoemaker grew pallid, the judges' 
eyes opened wider, and it was some time be- 
fore the buzz in the courb room was stilled. 
Then Mr. Rotan and Mr. Shoomaker made 
an attempt to be board, bat tho court order- 
ed that the witness be first heard. 

Doteativo ueyer said that during the trial 
he was oalled upon by John Sweekler, who 
said Mr. Shoemaker bad aBked him to pro- 
cure a woman who lived around 13th and 
Callow Hill or Vino stroet, who would swear 
to certain facta. Next day Sweekler again 
oalled and Shoomaker showed him a type- 
written affidavit. TbiB was even before tho 
woman had been looked for. Mr. Goyer 
submitted tho matter to the district attor- 
ney and on his advice, after the trial, Geyer 
prooured tho woman. Ho introduced her to 
Swookler who in turn took her to Shoe- 
maker. After several IntorviewB with him 
she signed tho affidavit and received the 
money in ten dollar bills, which ho marked 
with her initials for identification. 

The supposed Mrs. Hunnigan, who said 
her name was Margaret Roah, took tho 
stand and corroborated this story. Produc- 
ing tho money, she declared that Shoemuker 
neither read nor told hor of the contontB of 
tho uffidovit. She Bigned in absolute Ignor- 
ance. The statement made in oourb this 
morning by Shoomaker that sho had dicta- 
ted ib to him was fatso in toto. 

Shoomaker here arose oxcltodly and cried : 
" I did not say bo." Tho district attorney 
doolared ho had a copy of the affidavit In 
his office boforo tho woman had been found, 

John Sweekler corroborated tho procedlng 
witnoBB, saying bo was first employed by 
Shoomaker to get tho woman on November 
4, tho second day of the trial. Four or five 
days afterwards Mr. Shoomaker diotatod 
the affidavit to his stenographer. This was 
boforo tho woman had been proourod. 
Aftor Sweekler had beoa given tbe affi- 
davit, ho turned ib over to Dotectivo 
Geyer, who said ho would proouro a woman. 

Sweekler emphatically ropoatod, "Blanche 
Hannigan was not known and had not yot 
beon procured when the affidavib waB pre- 
pared." 

Shoemaker, hia fauo livid with oxoito- 
mont, finally exolaimed : 

"I ask if I will have an opportunity to 
rofuto thoao oharcoB !" 

M Ab tho proper time, sir, and in tho pro- 
per placo," interrupted Judge Thayer. 

With tears In his eyes Mr. Shoemaker 
protested : 

"I am sure I can Bhow my innocence of 
anything reflecting upon mo aa a member of 
tho bar. This is a trap, a damnable trap, 
set by tho district attorney to doatroy » 
mombor of the bar. I appeal to the court 
to grant mo timo to dofend myaelf. I appeal 
to tho members of tho proBs," turning to tho 
reporters seated noar by, " to withhold all 
that has boon said againat me In thia courb 
until I have had an opportunity to clear 
myself." 

Judgo Thayer again oantlouod the attor- 
ney. "Under tho present condition of affairs, 
sir, I think you will find safety in silence, " 
he said impressively. 

All thia time the murderer Holmes smiled 
with oynieal amusement. 



THE 8ULTAN ALARMED. 

Assembling of Foreign Fleots SaUl to Have 
Brought the Commander of the 
Faithful to HlB Senses. 

London, Nov. 18.— Tho Marquia of Salis- 
bury has received assurances that the Sul- 
tan baa diapatchod commissioners to Asia 
Minor to pot in force tbe reforms insisted 
upon by the powers, and that, beyond the 
assembling of tho foreign fleet off Salonica, 
the powers will take no further stops at pre- 
sent. It is understood that tho assembling 
of the fleets at Salonica bay is having a good 
effect, and bhat the Sultan has determined 
to make earnest efforts to put a stop to 
bloodshed in Asia Minor. 

Constantinople, Nov. 18.— Tho British 
fleet hero Is being still further reinforced. 
The Sultan Is Bald to be alarmed tn tht 
verge of insantiy at bhe assembling of tho 
foreign fleetB at Salonica B»y. Not only 
has ho sent messages to tbe Vails of dis- 
turbed districts ordering them to supproBB 
the disorders but a number of special com- 
missioners have ' boen dispatched to various 
parts of Asia Minor armed with the highest 
Authority to quell any revolutionary out- 
breaks. 

Further massacres are reported from 
Slvas, and there le an unconfirmed story 
that 4,000 Armenians have been masBacred 
at Gurrun. Although the reports of thiB 
wholesale killing are not confirmed, tho 
Turkish officials admit that the Kurds made 
two attacks npon the Armenians of that 
locality with considerable loss of life. Tho 
Porte, it is said, has ordered a special in- 
quiry into the massacre of Christians at 
Alexandretta, where threo hundred Turkish 
troops are said to have looked on while the 
killing took place. 

It la reported that u number of the mem- 
bers of the young Turkish party have been 
secretly exeouted. 

No details have yet been received here of 
tho massacre of about 800 Armenians at 
Kharput, or of the sacking and burning of 
eight out of twelve buildings belonging to 
American missionaries there. 

Anti-Christian placards havo been torn 
down by the polioe at Soutari, Albania, where 
a dangerous agitation is in progress. The 
Turkish officiula do not seem to be doing 
more than making a show of frowning 
upon ib. 

MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 

Ecv. Balpk W. Trotter Preaches on Its Ethics 
—Tbe Voter's Obligations. 

On Sunday evening Rev. Ralph W. 
Trotter, pastor of Calvary Baptist ohuroh, 
preached an eloquent sermon on " The 
ethics Of municipal politics." 

He took for his text Habakuk ii ; 12 : 
"Woe to him thab buildeth a town with 
blood and eatabllaheth a city by iniquity." 

The speaker openod by showing the re- 
lation between the pulpit and politics, and 
the obligation of it to combat evil wherever 
It be found. He wished to pub himself in 
righb relation to hia audience and the people 
of Viotoria. Those who had come there to 
hear the executive officers scorched or to 
hoar him indulge in personalities had come 
to the wrong churoh. There were certain 
things it would be well to keep in mind in 
tho discussion of this question : (1) His 
purpose was to discuss princlplea not per- 
sons ; (2) That the people had placed each 
member comprising the executive board 
there by a majority of votes; (3) That It 
was just possible the people had not given 
them the moral und public support 
which the votes plodged to them, 
(4 ) That in tho laBt analysis all attacks up- 
on tbe council reflected upon the electorate. 

His righb to speak on this subjeot had 
been questioned, but be claimod the right to 
speak on any subject in the broad universe 
of thought, because he was a man and a 
British subjeot. His taxes were paid with 
no ministerial exemptions, and ho repre- 
sented a denomination which had never re- 
ceived state aid to carry on its work of 
evangelization or education. It was bub lit- 
tle ubo to preaob twice a week when it was 
nexb to impossible for a young man to live a 
clean life because of hia conditions and en- 
vironment. 

Coming closer to hie theme he said there 
were two thingB requisite in an executive 
offioer. namely, oharactor and ability — 
oharacter becausoof its example. Themayor- 
ally ought to bo the highest honor this 
olty can confer on any of her sons. It 
ought to bo the ambition of tho boys to fill 
this office. Now if Victorja can elect a 
man of unolean life and shady record to her 
chief position of trust, then the develop- 
ment of sterling oharactor becomes a 
thing of indifforenb concern to the youth of 
this oommunity. They ehould bo mon of 
character, becauie of tho speoial tempta- 
tions to whioh they are subjeoted, and tho 
speaker defined those as financial and moral. 

Besides charootor there w»r nood of abil- 
ity, bub ho would put charaotor first und es- 
sential : shrowdneBS might bo used for the 
vlloat of purposes. He would take oharac- 
tor with very ordinary executive ability in 
preference to ahrewdnosB of tho keenest sort 
without ib. Ho did not believe that crime 
had a majority of brain but charaotor had. 

Tho preacher thon brought homo to the 
people the obligations which rostod on them. 
Before the last Monday in Uecembor and 
the first Monday in January, men of charao- 
tor end ability had a duty to perform, 
righteousness would have a voice in both 
nomination and eleotion. Every one who 
has a vote should use it. Ib is a God 
glvon trust and neglect on the part of 
any ono to use tho franchise may 
bo blasting tho etornal proBpeotB of 
every citizen in bhe community. Men of 
charaoter and ability Bhouid be willing te 
run for offioo and should bo willing to be 
beaten. God was calling to the men in this 
city to be financially cruoified for 
bhe ; redemption of Victoria. Christ 
waa under no more obligation 
to become a sacrifice of men than 
men aro. Further, people should bo willing 
to BUBtaln tho men they put in offioo 3C5 
days in tho year, 24 hours out of overy 
day, CO minutes out of every hour and 60 
seconds of ovory minuto.

A hundred men of the 43rd battalion, 
Princess Louise Drugoone, and the field bat- 
tery left unawares for Lowe township yes- 
terday, armed, and their presence has had a 
moBb Balutory effect on tho recalcitrant resi- 
dents. This fact, coupled with the intima- 
tion that the coBt of tho military would 
have to be paid for by them, led the kiokora 
to-day almost to tumble over each other, so 
great was their anxiety to pay their taxes.

Iileut.-Governor Dewdney Entertained at Din-

Winnipeg, Nov. 18— (Speoial)— Lieut.- 
Governor Dewdney waB entertained at Gov- 
ernment Honso, Regina, on Saturday night 
by a large number of friends. His Honor 
made a speech expressing his thanks for 
their regards and good-will. Lleut.-Gov- 
ernor Mackintosh, who followed, took occa- 
sion to refer to a recent attack made upon 
him by a certain portion of the community 
in the Northwest. He said there had been 
somo misunderstandings, but these were 
of such a nature as might easily be 
removed. The cause of friction waB not 
completely under his control nor was he 
responsible for it, although quite prepared 
to take hiB share of any burden that bad to 
be carried. 

Recently a Prince Albert paper stated 
thab Constable Dlokson, who allowed the 
Indian who shot Sergoant Colebrooke to es- 
cape, was compelled to dig Colebrooke'a 
grave. Commissioner Herohmer, of the 
mounted police, writes to tho Free Press 
denying this and stating that Dlokson mere- 
ly assisted with the other prisoners whose 
duty lb was to do Buoh work. 



NEWFOUNDLAND NOTES.

St. Johns, Nfld,, Nov. 18.— (Special)— In

Tbreo actions have al- 
ready been taken by smugglers in the pen- 
itentiary against the governor of the institu- 
tion, for refusing to supply them with 
copies of the warrant under whioh it Ib 
claimod thoy were convicted.

About 250 foeb of new aiding la now being 
built by tho C.P.R. on thia aido of the rail- 
road. Tho B.C. X. Co. will build a ware' 
house north of Harvey, Bailey & Uo.'a, for 
the accommodation of their freight reoeipte. 

The Aahcroft-Lillooet telegraph line has 
been connected with the Ashoroft end. Tho 
Lillooob end lacks about a mile of wire, 
whioh will be connected Monday or Tues- 
day. Tho polea are sot clear through and 
only the ahort apace mentioned ia to bo con- 
nected to give telegraphic connection with 
LUlooot. 

The railroad work in the vioinity of Aah- 
oroft haa gradually been drawing to a close 
till one gang, doing rock work below here, 
ia the only ono left, and the work may be 
said to bo over for thia year. 

Tho forwarding of over 130,000 pounla of 
freight North the past weekshows to what pro- 
portions the freighb handling ab Ashcroft 
haa grown. As a mabter of fact from 400,- 
000 to 500,000 pounda a month pats over the 
big road. A large alios of it goes to ranch- 
era and atockmon up country, bub the min- 
ing interests absorb a great deal. 

James Ker, of Montreal, who has been 
employed on the Horaelly mine the past sum- 
mer reports the mino as Bhub down for the 
aeaaon and that a cleanup ia being mado 
whioh will reallzo S7.000 or $S,000, but it 
will nob be complete. Thia will bring the 
output of the mine up to aboub §49,000 or 
350,000 for bhe present year, and an addi- 
tional oleanup of §0,000 for laat season 
would aggregate §55,000 or §56,000 aa the 
total output of the mine. The running ex- 
pensoB of tho mine are about §7,000 a month 
since its equipment, so that enough has 
been taken out to pay for ono year's work 
on bhe mine. When it is considered that 
only GO or 70 daya' piping all told gave the 
above oubpub mining men will agreo that 
the Horsefly la a good producer. 

E. Lapolnte, the Vancouver cattle buyor, 
shipped Wednesday night threo carloads of 
oattle numbering 60 head and a carload of 
sheep numbering 196 head. The cattle woro 
in fine condition, whilo as for bhe sheop Mr. 
Lapointe declared that no finer lot of sheep 
were ever seen in 7anoouver. 

Sixty Short Horn Durham bulh were re- 
cently purchased in Ontario and are now on 
their way to British Columbia. Nearly all 
of them are for the B.C. Cattlo Co., but ton 
are for Mr. Hewitt Bostock. Thoaa for the 
cattle oompany will be wintered at tho 
Perry ranoh and in the spring will be dis- 
tributed among the various ranches of the 
company.

' MIXED SCHOOLS. 

To the Editor :— The BiBhop of Colum- 
bia puts a very pertinent question in bis lot- 
tor to you thab appeared in yesterday's Col- 
onist. After drawing attention to the boys 
who " may be seen and heard in Broad 
street and its neighborhood, every day in 
the week, btforn bha evening paper ia pub- 
liahed," he inquires whether such lads as 
bheao attend the public schools, and, if so, 
whether they are proper companions for the 
girls of tho city. 

With respect to the firat question, I may 
state that I have reason to believe thab 
there is a considerable number of boys in 
this city who do not attend tho public 
schools. Clause UU of tho School aob pro 
vides for bhe compulsory attendance ab some 
sohool of "every child, from bhe age of sov 
en to bwelve inoluslve." Unless, bhen, bhe 
lads referred bo in Hie Lordship's lebter aro 
nob older than bho maximum age affected by 
tha above quoted compulsory clause, lb is 
not quite fair to assume that they attend 
any publio sohool. Granted, however, for 
tho sako cf argument, bhat some of bhese 
boys, whoso misbehavior on bhe sbroeta I 
will assume, do attend tho public Bohoola 
and that thoy aro thero being educated in 
tho same room with girls, ib doee not follow 
bhab there their example ia pernioioua. 

The little Hydes of Broad stroet know 
better than to come in thab oharaolor to 
aohool, where eovere puniahmenb or oven ex- 
pulsion would be aure to follow any offence 
againab good moralB. The Broad stroot 
Hydoa aro domuro little Jekyls when 
thoy sib ab bheir desks ab school. A 
vicious boy in school Is really not unliko a 
viciouB man in a drawing-room.. Each will 
be seen in hie reapeobivo placo dieguisod In a 
cloak of outward respectability. The vice 
ia there, bub it is nob apparent, and conse- 
quently nob hurtful. De non apparent ib its 
•:t non existentibus eadem eat ratio, 

A viciouB boy will, no doubt, cxerciBO a 
baneful influence on other boyB with whom 
he associates, without much fear of detec- 
tion, for one boy will not readily inform on 
another. But girls aro warned to report ab 
onco any rudeness on tho part of tho boyB, 
and moat girls will nob hesitate to speak to 
their teachers or to their parents if thoy 
have any complaint to make. This the boy 
knows full woll, and thia makes him cau- 
tious for his own Bake. And may not the 
restraint that foroos him in school to curb 
any evil proponalty he may have tend to 
mould his character gradually into a better 
shape, and to make him a hotter boy ? 

There is only one moro point in the 
Bishop's letter to which I should rofer. His 
Lorshlp ubbb rather too strong a word when 
ho writes of the boya aa " companions " of 
the girls. I apeak for the High aohool whon 
I say that tha communication bobweon tho 
soxes during achool hours (and that ia tho 
only time for whioh I am officially reaponsi- 
ble) amounts only to necessary civilities. 
Bub I see no signs of companionship between 
boys and girls. Boys are the companions of 
boys, and glrla of girla 

In concluaion 1 would state that, during 
my experience in mixed schools of this prov- 
lnoe,no complaint has ever baen made to mo 
either by the girla under my charge or by 
their paronts ooncerning the conduob of the 
boys. If the docket of our Police Magistrate 
were empty every morning ib would ba fair 
to argue from that fact thab crime in this 
city did nob exist. If our judges received 
the " customary white gloves" ab every 
assize in the province, would doubts 
aa to the morality of tho population be 
tolerated? I contend that It ia 
equally reaaonable to suppose thab, if no 
complaints aa to the conduct of our pupiia 
havo ever boon laid before mo or my col- 
loauges in the High school, the state of 
affairs thero oannot be in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition. And I would add that any 
one who can prove, by satisfactory ovidenoe, 
misconduct on the parb of scholars in our 
[publio achoola and who withholds such in- 
formation as he may poasoas from the board 
of ecbool trustees, the educational author- 
iticBor the principals of the schools, incurs a 
grave responsibility ; and I trust that tho 
Bishop of Columbia, or anyone olae who may 
hear evil reporta of our achoola, will aek his 
informant the following question : " Know- 
ing all bhis, have you dene your boeb, by 
making bhis statement to the proper author- 
ities, to romedy the evil !"

BRITAIN'S POLICY. 



Lcrd Salisbury's Definition as Enun- 
elated at the Lord Mayor's Ban- 
quet In London. 



An Important Declaration-Tlie East- 
em Question — Mouammedan 
British Subjects. 



At tho recont Lord Mayor's banquet in 
London when Lord Saliabury rose to re- 
apond to the toast of " The Ministers," he 
touched briefly upon tho result of the reoenb 
general elootlon. Tho nation, he Baid, had 
Bpokon in terms that could not bo mistaken. 
In reforonco to Home Rule he augurod a 
period of peaoe as regards tho integrity of 
the empire. 

He also thought that the position of the 
Houbo of Lords in the coi.atitution had boen 
more exactly definod by tho elections, but 
just now tho ohiof interest was in foreign 
affairs. He alludod to the Chineso- Japanese 
war, whieb, he said, had been followed with 
great interott, but those matters had now 
passid, and ho trusted that peace had ro 
turned. He ventured to hopo that whatover 
further occurred In tho far East the public 
would not view it with unnecessary distur 
banco and alarm. Ho was muoh struck by 
the reniarkiblo sensation that was produced 
by tho fulse nowB that appoarod a week or 
two ago, not because ho thought the nows of 
particular importance, tut because the opln 
ion it ovoked in rogard to it was a very 
noticoablo phenomenon. 

"Depend upon it," ho Bald, " whatover 
may happen in that region, ho it in tho way 
of war or the way of commerce, wo are 
equal to any competition that may bo 
opposed to us, and may look with equal 
abaoluto equanimity on the Bction of any 
persons who thitik ^co exclude ub from that 
fertile and commercial rogion, or who 
imagine that if wo are admitted they oan 
best us in tho markets of the world 
(Cheers ) I should be sorry If we felt undue 
BenBitivoneas in the matter." 

Lord Salisbury recalled tho words of Lord 
Beaconsfield to the effact that there waa 
room for everybody in Asia. Englishmen, 
he added, might employ their energies with- 
out needing to fear competitors. 

THE TURKISH- ARMENIAN QUESTION. 

Continuing, he said that there is another 
part of the world whore matters are not so 
peaoeful as he hoped they were in tho Far 
EiBt. He recalled tho oction in May last of 
the British, French and Russian ambassa- 
dors at Constantinople, and declared that ib 
was designed to protect the Armenians, 
whose terrible and deplorable sufferings had 
moved tho foolings of tho British nation to 
their baBO. Ho paid tribute to the skill of 
the ambassadors, especially mentioning their 
iiader, Sir Philip Currie, tho British repre- 
sentative, whaBfl jjdgment - , skill and con- 
tinuous labor, he Baid, had done muoh to 
avoid the most formidable daDgera and to 
bring mattora, at all eveuta for a time, to a 
pacific phase. 

Tho demanda made on Turkey by the 
three powers had been substantially accept- 
ed by the Sultan. He had seen aomewhoro, 
under a groat name, the assertion that the 
Sultan had won a great victory over tho 
British. It could not bo called a victory, 
Lord Saliabury deolarod, because he had 
given the British all they wanted There 
had been an impression i> broad that he him- 
self had added a demand to those made in 
May, requiring eomothing'in the n&turo of 
an international commission. 

THE DEMAND UI'ON TURKEY. 

That wan a great mistake. Ho had never 
added to tho demanda. He did offer as sub- 
stitute demands, as a simpler way of obtain- 
ing the damo end, that, if it was preferred, 
the present M"hammcdan machinery should 
continue and be supervised by a mixed com- 
mission. The demands of the embassies 
were substantially that a proportional num- 
ber of Christian omployes Bhould be added 
to the exeoutive of the provinces: containing 
a large number of Armenians. He did not 
contend that his proposal waa the better. 
The Sultan preferred tho other proposal and 
this one naturally fell to the ground. The 
reason that he preferred to bo rid of the 
proposal to substitute Christian for Moslem 
offioera was his groat horror of the Powers 
appearing in these cases as partisans of ono 
religion rather than another. That would 
be exceedingly dangerous. 

He remarked that the Queen of Groat 
Britain rules over more Mahommedana than 
the Saltan, and that the British government 
would have been neglecting ita duty if it al- 
lowed itaeif to appear aa a roligiouB parti- 
Ban In governing so vast an ompiro. The 
government had no othei- duty than to Bhow 
absoluto impartiality. Its desire was to do 
entire justice, so that Christiana and Mos- 
lems should observe oaoh other's rightB and 
pursue thoir own industries in confidence 
and peaoe. 

ROUND ABOUT THE QUESTION. 

Continuing, Lord Salisbury aald : "I 
should have been glad if our proposals could 
have divested tho negotiations of any ap- 
pearance of partiality, and could have as- 
sured our Moslem fellow subjects, who are 
among tho most loyal and orderly miH e • 
of the Queen, that; th«y may rely • . 
Imperial government's being absolute. v im- 
partial. With regard to the result of the 
negotiations, if the reforms ar» carried into 
effect thoy would give the Armenians every 
prospocb that p. nation could desire — 
prosperity, poaoe, justice aud safety to life 
and property. But will they bo carriod out! 
If the Sultan can bo persuaded to glvo jus- 
tice to the Armenlana it will not eignify 
what tho exact nature of the undertaking 
may be. 

" If ho will not heartily reaolve to do jus- 
tice to them the most ingenious conatilution 
that can bs framed will not avail to protocb 
or aasiab tho Armenians. Only through tho 
Sultan oan any real permanent blessings be 
conferred on his Bubjoota. What If tho Sul- 
tan la not persuaded ? I am bound to any 
that tho nowB reaching ub from Constanti- 
nople dooa not give much cheerfulness in 
that reepect. 

AIJ. DEPENDS ON THE SULTAN. 

" Von will readily understand that I can 
only apeak briefly on such a matter. It 
would bo dangerous to exproBB t.u opinions 
that are on my lipa, lost thoy injure tho 
causo of poaco and good order, whish, nbove 
all things, I have at heart. Bub supposing 
tho Sultan will nob give these reforms, what 
is to follow '! 

" Tho Aral anawer I Bhould give Ib that 
above all treaties, all combinations of tho 
Powers, in tho nature A things Ib Provi- 
dence. God, ii you pleaBO to pu t ib bo, has 
determined that persia tent and oonetant mia- 
government must lead the government 
which follows it to its doom, and while I 
readily udmib that ib ia quito posBiblo that 
the Sultan, if bo likes, oan govern with jus- 
tice and can be porauadod ho is not exempt 
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You may oat cheap food and not bo soriouBly 
hurt by it; bub y«u cannot tako cheap medi- 
cinos without positive injury. If you use any 
BubBtituto for Ayor's Sarsaparllla, you do bo at 
tho peril of your health .porhaps of your life. 
JnBiet on having Ayor », and uo other. 



any more than any other potentate from thn 
law, that just ioo will bring tho highost ore 
on earth to ruin. It is nob only the necet - 
8 >ry aotioa of the law of which I speak cn 
which we may rely. There is the authority 
of tho groat Powers. 

DANGER TO CHRISTENDOM. 

Turkey ia in tho remarkable position 
that she has now atood for half a century 
mainly becauso the Powers resolved that for 
tho poaco of Christendom it was necessary 
that she should stand. The danger ia that 
if the Ottomon empire falls it would not bo 
merely a danger that would threaten its 
territory. It would be the danger that the 
firo there lib would spread to other nations, 
involving all that ia moatpoworful and civil- 
ized in Europe in a dangerous conflict." 

Lord Saliabury deprecates indulging in 
tho illusion that soma single power would 
escape the treaty and try to nettlo the ques- 
tion in ita own mannor. Ho bolioved that 
tho powers wore never more diaposed than 
now to stand togother by tho Europoan sys- 
tem thoy had themselves devised. Dangoi 
exiatod that the Sultan ehould imagine that 
under preasure of necessity tho adhesion of 
tho powers waa auch that no abusoa in the 
Obtoman empire would ever recoivo punish- 
ment. That waa a great delusion. 

Lord Salisbury declared that be believed 
that the powers were thoroughly resolved to 
co-oporato In everything concerning Turkey. 
How they would actwas notforhim toproph- 
say. He did not know what contingencies 
might arise, bub no man would say that it 
was impossible for them to arise. They 
might become weary of the cry of Buffering 
that goea up in their eara, t>nd find other 
BubBtitutes for that which does not fulfil tho 
hopea entertained forty years ago. There 
waa, therefore, nothing in tho concert of the 
powers to console those who would perpe- 
trate miBgovornment, or to silence tho voice 
of those who would impress on the Obto- 
man rulers the ono burning necessity of 
the hour that thoy give the common blessing 
of good government to those under them. 
(Cheers.) 

HARMONY OK THE POWERS, 

In conclusion, Lord Salisbury said : — 
" ThrntiKhout tho negotlatlona nothing waa 
more stroogly impressed upon my mind than 
tho disposition of the Powers to aot to- 
gether, and their profound senso of 'he ap- 
palling danger any aoparation of thoir action 
might produce. Those among thorn *. io are 
popularly reputed to be reBtleBS have vied 
with the othera in their anxiety to conducb 
the difficulty to a successful iaBuo, and have 
conducted themaolvcs in a manner that 
should better bring all the Powera into line, 
moved by tho common ambition and noble 
aim of preserving tho peace of ChriBtendom. 
Thia is a very cheering aymptom. I hope 
ib may bo tho foundation of a system of ac- 
tion that will last for many years to come, 
a-d that in thia senso of necessary co-opera- 
tion, Imposed by the dangers and oxlgencina 
of our time, we shall find a solution of some 
of the formidable problems that oppress uo, 
and shall in duo time bo able to put a stop 
to that oonditlon of armed peace which 
preBBep now on the industries of the world."

SEE THE OTHER SIDE. 

American politicians say tho strangest 
things In the cooleBt way imaginable. It 
seomB impossible for oven able men among 
them to see both sides of any question in 
which the interests of tho United States are 
Involved. The Century Magazine for Nov- 
ember contains what appears to us a re- 
markable Instance of this peculiarity of the 
mental vision of American politicians. One 
of the articles In thot very interesting and 
able periodical is "The Ibsuos of j 189C— A 
Republican View by Theodore Roosevelt," 
which contains tho following passage : 

The one failure of President Harrison's 
administration was in the Hshrirjg Sea ease, 
and this failure was due to our*over-anx!ety 
for a peaceful settlement and consequent 
willingness to yield what we ought not to 
have yielded. Had we taken the stand 
which was advocated by the Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Tracy, and whloh had alroady 
been advocatod by Mr. Phelps when min- 
ister to England under President Cloveland, 
there would have been no war ; the seals 
would have been all alive, and there would 
have been no danger of the extinction of tho 
greatest industry of the North Paoifio. We 
ought never to have agreed to an arbitra- 
tion ; but we did, and tho pro- 
sent administration baB, of oourse, made 
matters worBe. It is not a page of Ameri- 
can diplomacy upon which we can look back 
with pride ; but It oilers a most wholesome 
lesson. It should teach ua to beware, be- 
yond all others, of the peace-at-any-price 
men. It should touch Ud to be exceedingly' 
oiutioua about entering into any arbitration. 
Above all, lb should teach ub the lesson of 
courteous but resolute Insistence on oar 
rights, at no matter what oost. 

Mr RooBevoH wrote this when he knew 
perfectly well that the Arbitration, admitted 
on all hands to be a competent one, decided 
that the United States had in this Bohring 
Sea dispute no rights at all to insist upon. 
Its olalms to sovereignty over any part of 
the sea more than three miles from the 
Bhore and to property in the aoals swimming 
in the high aoas wore eaaily proved to be 
unfounded. He knew that hla country be- 
fore that tribunal had nob a log to utand on. 
Its olalms, as tho New York Post vory forci- 
bly put it, " were laughed oub of court." 
Yet, being perfectly well awaro of all this, 
Mr. Theodore Roosvelt declares, most seri- 
ously and earnestly, that tho Uuitod States 
" ought nover to have agreed to an arbitra- 
tion," that it should courteously but reso- 
lutely have insistod upon claims which, 
when examinod by impartial men 
versed In international law, wero 
shown to be altogether groundless. 
This Is Mr. Roosevolt'a idea of public moral- 
ity. Ho, in elTeot, Bays whon the Republic 
of which bo la a oitizsn pr'ofora a olaim, 
whothor it la sound or unsound, equitable or 
inequitable, legal or Illegal, it la tho duty of 
Iba Government to inalab upon that claim to 
the vorgo of war or boyond it, and to rejoct 
most firmly and decidedly all proposals for 
an amicable settlement. CL'hln lo tho ground 
ho takes, and no other. He epoaka of claims 
that could nob bo maintained by olther law 
or tho comity of nations as "rlghtB,"and ao- 
cuaos hU Govornmont of woaknosa in sub- 
mitting thoBO claims to arbitration. If a 
man in any privato mattor took this ground 
if, af tor bis case had been tried by a com- 
petent tribunal and doolded agalnab him,' he 
complained of the decision without calling 
in question its aoundnoas or tho ability and 
Jntogrlty of tho judges, ho would bo laughed 
at ae a fool or Bob dowD aa a knave. Yet 
this la precisely tho position in which Mr 
Roosovolt placoB hlmaelf with roapoct to tho 
Bohring Sea Award. Ho rogreta thab tho 
Uoltod Statoa did not hold out for " rlghta '' 
which wore withoub foundation, and that lb 
did not oontinue to oxorolso a aovorolgnty 
whloh It did not possose. In short, he would 
have the United Sbatos In Bohring Sea aot 
tho part of a plrato. This Iacortalnly nob a 
patriotic Btand. Ho may hi.. o groat zeal In 
tho oauBO of hla country, bub lb Is not a zual 
tomrdlng to either knowledgo or righteous- 



SOWING THE WIND. 

It Jb gratifying to see that there are clear- 
headed men in the United States who see 
the mischievous, the demoralizing, tendency 
of the tall talk of fire-eaters like Lodge and 
Chandler and their imitators. The New 
York Post with a courage and ability that 
cannot bo sufficiently admired, points out 
with the utmost clearness the pernioiouB ten- 
dency of tho Inflammatory speeches and arti- 
cles of the advocates of war. It says : 

In the first plaoe, they try to destroy the 
influence of the last eighty years of interna- 
tional peaoe by preaching tho barbarous doo- 
trine that war is a noble and inspiring na- 
tional occupation, no matter what its cause 
or alms ; that a nation can be elevated by 
slaughtering groat ntmberB of young men 
and laying wasto vast traots of country, and 
by practising on an immense soale and for a 
considerable period the highwayman's doo 
brine thab might makes right. In the next 
place, they make ib dillioulb for the officers 
of the government to approach any interna- 
tional queation in a spirit of legality or jus- 
bioo, by producing the impression that the 
public will consider any suoh spirit a sign of 
moanness and wanb of patriotism. I" the 
third plaoe, they degrado ua and make ua 
ridiculoua in tho eyea of the civilized world 
by opening every controversy with epltheta 
and abuse, bo as to make our diplomacy look 
like a row botwoon a bartender and a lover 
of free drinks. 

In other worda, bhey powerfully reinforoo 
bhe influencea whloh are to-day tending to 
barbarize tho United States, and againat 
whloh good men and women are everywhere 
fighting, one might oay for thoir HveB. For 
example, we do nob believe there la a ainglo 
civilized oountry but our own to-day, In 
apito of tho groat armamonta of Europo, In 
whioh public men like Lodgo, and \Yaro, 
and Grout, and Chandler would get up and 
publicly advocate war aa a profitable and 
uaoful undertaking, in tho absenoo of any 
distinct quarrol with anybody. Thoro aro 
in the Old World great pride in war and re- 
apeob for military virtuea, but every ono who 
speaks of war publicly speaks of it with 
horror aa a dreadful neoessity, and recognizes 
Its savagery. Even the commanders of all 
tho groat armies profess to-day to bo work- 
ing might and main for peace. It Is only 
iu tho United States thab wo can find states- 
men clamoring for war as a sorb of com- 
mercial venture and as a good means of 
teaching patriotism to tho young. 

The truth and the reasonableness of what 
tho Post saya cannot be doniad by ony bub 
ahorb-aighted men who aro ready to eacrlfico 
tho intoreets of the country to their own 
private and petty ambitious. The seed 
whioh the American jingoes aro sowing so 
Industriously ia, acoording to the PoBt, 
already produoing fruit the reverse of whole- 
some. 

"The effect of all this on our publio life, 
too," it continues, "Is very visible. Tho 
youDg men who go into it, far from model- 
ing themselves on Webster, or Clay, or 
Marcy, or Seward, or Evorett, or Adams, to 
say nothing of the founders of tho republic, 
tar from trying to speak with tho voice of 
any of these eminent men on international 
law, or on currency, or exchange, or brads, 
or commerce, or trying to become trustoa 
authorities on any of these questions, are 
taking up the rolo of international awash- 
bucklers, as tho true way to politioal pro- 
motion, and ' holler ' for more ships, and 
hurl defiance to the four corners of the 
earth. It la a melancholy fact that there la 
to-day not a aiogle man in publio lifo who ia 
lintoned to with respect Or confidence on any 
of thoee topicB. Daniel Webster's place in 
the Senate is filled by a man who sought to 
discriminate against, the goods of a foreign 
nation in order to mako It ohango its stan- 
dard of value, and a pupil of hla has urged 
ua to avoid arbitration as a means of settling 
international difficulties. In fact, the kind 
of instruction our leading men are pouring 
out on a muoh troubled pooplo would, if 
efl'eotlve, carry us baok beforo long to the 
condition of the barbarous tribes, whoso only 
peaceful occupation was raising corn and 
bacon to feed the fighting men. That the 
Amorlca of Washington and Franklin und 
Jefferson should come to this in a century 
ahowB tho abaurdlty of political prophocy." 

We are glad to see thab the country 
against which all the ball talk la directed 
takes very little notice of it, and thab its 
preBa doea not reply to the offensive ohargoe- 
&nd challenges, that are being continually 
made, defiantly. Ib leavea the sensible 
Amerloana to rebuke thair senseless fellow- 
citizone. This they are doing with, wo 
have no doabt, great effoot. The numbor 
and influence of the fire-oatera are not to bo 
judged by tho noise thoy make. There Is in 
tho United States a vasb body of quiet, 
aoneible and woll-lntentionod mon who pay 
but little i t on t ion to tho boastful haranguos 
of the tall-twiatei'B. They know pretty woll 
what it moans and valuo it accordingly. 



THE ANTI-TAX MEN. 

The deluded mon In tho Quebao town 
ship of Lowo muat bo made to know that 
thoy cannot bo permitted to refuse to fulfil 
thoir obligations as citlzanB with impunity. 
They participate in the advantagos which 
Govornmont confers on tho pooplo of Canada 
and thoro is no reason why thoy should be 
oxompted from boarlng thoir Bharo of 
tho publio burdena. The Govornmont 
protoota thoir lives and thoir pro- 
perty and thoir oharaotor, and oxtonds 
to them many other advantagos. This onn 
not be dono withoub money. A govornmont 
has no money of Ite own. Ib has not a sin- 
gle cent exoopb what tho people plaoe in ita 
handa. Tho Government haB been eatab- 
liahod and is maintained for tho good of all, 
and it ia only fair that all ehould bo ro- 
quired to contribute to its supporb. 

A good many besides tho settlers in Lowo 
township seem to Imagine that the Govern- 
ment is i xh, that it has no end of money, 
thab h takes taxes from the pooplo 
without giving anything In return, 
and consequently that ' there ia no 
harm in refraining from the payment 
of taxes or In baking advantage of tho Gov- 
ornmont whenever they gob the ohanco. 
This is a foolish aa woll as a mischievous 
notion and ono that has led many a poor 
mlBguidod fellow into trouble. Tho truth 
is men generally get moro from Government 
for the money thoy contribute to the treasury 
than for any other part of their expendi- 
ture. Tho advantages arlBlngfromsettlod and 
elliolent govornmont are prlaeleas. Without It 
wo would bo in the oondltion of savages. If 
a man thinks govornmont oxaoting it would 
be worth his whllo to go to work and oonnb 
up all that govornmenb is overy day aci 



pvery hour doing for him, and we are much 
mistaken if he does nob como to tho conclu- 
sion that he paya very little money for a 
great doal of aervioe, and that, too, service 
of the moat valuable kind, that government 
alone can render.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

B. 31. 8. " Warrimoo " Departs Deeply Liulen— 
Two Stilling Vessels Arrive in 
Esquimau. 

It was 1 o'clook yesterday morning when 
the Bteamship Warrimoo left horo for Hono- 
lulu en route to Sydney, N.S.W., being 
about two days late in starting on the voy- 
age. Sho had a full load of freight and her 
passenger list was up almost to the full 
limit of her accommodation. About 1,000 
bunohea of shingles and 100 tone of lime had 
to be left behind, as bho vessol waa unable to 
carry all tho oargo that was offered. The 
freight which sho took from here consisted 
of 1,650 cases of salmon for Sydney, and 75 
sacks of potatoos and 536 saoks of Sour for 
Honolulu, and 47 boxes of frozen salmon and 
1 box of frozen balibub. That from Van 
couver, amounting in all to cloao on 
1,600 tons, inoluded 5 oarloads of cold stor; 
age maohinery for Sydney, 500 bales of 
broom corn, 200 bundles broom handles, 
6,000 saoks flour, 4,000 Backs bran and feed, 
1,200 sacks oats and barley, 400 cases of 
whisky, 200 oasoB Eastern Canadian apples, 
500 oasts of boer and a large quantity of 
general freight.

Practical Hints to Members of the 
Victoria Rugby Football 
Club. 



Grand Meeting of Wheelmen on 
Thanksgiving; Day — Tuer of War 
Tournament Postponed 

To the Sporting Editor:— May I taka 
advantage of your columns to givo a few 
practical hints to bho members of the Vic- 
toria Rugby Football Club. I am an old 
hand at the game and still take the liveliest 
interest In the home olub, and I do not think 
a few words from m6 would bo taken amiss. 
The team this Beason Is composed of nearly 
all new men, and thoy are, taken ;•-!! round, 
a good hard-working lot, bub thoy have Btlll 
a few points to loam boforo they roaoh per- 
fection. 

To the forwards I would say that they 
muab praotiBO screwing the scrimmage. 
Thoy aro a light lob compared with moat 
teams, and therefore must nob dopend on 
their weight bo carry tho ball through. 
Keep tho ball botwoon your feet and Borew 
round, and when tho eorlmmaga breakB, 
dribble, bub do not kiok hard ; bhe ball iB 
lost to you as soon as ib gots more than two 
yards away from you. Do nob attempt to 
pick bho ball up unleBs the play is vory open, 
aa a forward is seldom in a position to make 
either a good run or a good pass. Listen to 
tho advice of your halves, and when they 
cry " right," " loft," " lot it out," oto., act 
accordingly. Keep your eyes on tho ball 
and do not push blindly, and aB soon aa the 
ball is oub of the scrimmage brtak up and 
follow on as quickly as possible (except 
when heoling out, when the scrimmage 
should be hold until the half gives tho 
word). Tho worBb faults I notico in bhe 
present forward pack is boat thoy do not 
follow up quickly enough. When one of 
the backs takos a long kick they all wait to 
eeo whoro tho bad is going bo drop before 
charging. This 1b bo muoh waste of time 
and loses all the advantago gained by a long 
kiok. A forward should always be " on the 
bill." 

My advice to the half backs iB, feed your 
three quarters, excopt of course when oIobo 
to your own goal, when the ball should 
never be passod. A good half-back must be 
quiok ond tricky. He has to use all kinds 
of devices to confound his opponont. He 
Beldotn 1i»b a chanoe to get away, and thoro 
fore should not attempt to run, but hand the 
ball baok to the three-quarters, who have a 
clearer Sold. Ho musb koop his forwards 
posted all the time and dribble whon he sees 
a chance. A good dribblo always gains 
ground. 

To the throe quartors lot me aay : Don't 
be greedy and don't run baok. Go straight 
ahead if yon only gain a foot. If you are 
running with the ball and you have only 
one man to piss before reaching the goal 
line, don't try to paas him but givo the bill 
to the man who is backing you up and has 
nobody at all to paBS. Don't hang on to tho 
ball too long. A three-quartor when running 
drawa the opposing side on to him, and hav- 
ing done so he Bhould at ones pass the ball 
to his partner, who in turn should do thesame 
thing. There is muoh more ground gained by 
quick and steady passing than by trying to 
make a long run. Three quartors should 
also pay great attention to kicking. A long 
kick into touch is so much ground gained 
Another point is to mark your opposing 
three quarters and do so continually ; also 
keep in your placo so that your own men 
alwayB know where to find you. 

Tho full baok has the most responsible 
position In the fiold. He is there to collar 
and kiok and nob to run. The full back 
should n3ver try to run past a man, bnt 
should always try to gob hia kick In before 
bhe opposing Bide roaches him. Beware of 
flying kioka. This Is about bho mosb dan 
gerons thing a full back can do, aa with an 
oval ball no one cm toll iu what direction a 
flying kiok will send it. 

To tho team as a whole I aay : Play a 
team gamo and don't play to the gallery. 
The only way to bring a team to perfection 
1b by good combination, which can only be 
brought about by continual practice.

THE BEATRICE CLEAR. 



Chief Justice Davie Declares tiie 
Schooner Entitled to Damages for 
False Arrest. 

Sealer Shelby Is Conderaued to Pay a 
Fine of a Hundred 
Ponnds. 



There were two Important sealing dooi 
Bione givon yesterday by Chief Jubtice 
Davie, in tho Admiralty courb. Ono was 
the dismissing of tho charge againBb the 
achoonor Boatrlco, and tho other war fixing 
the penalty in the Shelby oaao as a fine in- 
stead of the forfeiture of the vessel. 

The judgment of the Chiof Justice de- 
livered laBt week, condemning tho Sholby 
having allowed argument aB to wbebher tho 
penalty Bhould l.e a fine ar forfeiture, Mr, 
H. Dallas Helmoken, Q C, yeBtorday on bo 
half of the eeasel aaked that tho fine bo im- 
posed. He corsldorod that a penalty of 
$100 would be sufficient. 

Hon. (J. E. Pooloy, Q C, who appeared 
for the crown, stated that the Commander- 
in-Chief did not wiah to preBS for forfeiture, 
but believed juBtico would be aatisfiod with 
the imposition of a fine. 

The Chief Justice was glad to hoar that 
the prosecution represented by the Com 
mandor-in-Chief was of opinion that the 
oaBe could be met with a fino. It seemod to 
the Court that this course would commend 
itself to one's reason. The vessel was con 
demned not for any direct violation o[ the 
Btatute, but becauso of the inferenco arising 
out of the aot of 1S93 tbab a vessel in pro 
hibited waters with skins and implements 
aboard was engaged in sealing, unleBs 
satisfactory explanation could be given for 
her being there. It was obvious that it 
would bo unjust to moot such an offence aa 
this with as heavy a puniahment as if the 
vessel wero caught in a flagrant violation of 
the aot. if a vpsbbI wore taken red- 
handed in tho very aob of sealing 
with guns ami i xploBlvos nothing more could 
happen to her than to bo condemned, 
and ib Wna rabher hard to go to this 
oxtremo in tho present case. While 
thinking tho amount mentioned by 
Mr, Helmckon was too small, tho court 
believed tbab tho oase would bo met by a 
fine of £100 and costs. 

Tho Chief Justice gave judgment in tho 
Boatrico caBe, dismissing the oharge against 
her. Ho took the view that tho Brrest was 
not warranted, and even if tho captain had 
no excuse for neglecting for two or three 
days to enter the skins in tho official log, it 
wbb not right to make the ownor of the ves 
sel Buffer the loes of bis echnonor on that ac 
oounb. So far, however, from considering 
the captain guilty of neglcot ho held him 
blameless. It was no iaulo of tho achoonor. In 
conoluslon the judgment statea : " I am of 
opinion that tho aotlon for condemnation 
wholly fails. As in my judgment tho chargo 
upon which the vessel was arroBted was of 
something for whioh arrest could not logally 
be mado, no quoation of reasonable 
ground for the arrest arises, and 
aB the ship was arrested whon in 
pursuit of a logal and profitablo employment, 
Bhe is entitled to recover damages thcrofor. 
I thoreforo dismiss tho action for condemou 
tion with coBts and direct a reference as to 
tho damages to which the ship is entitled 
for nor illegal arreat and detention." 

Hon. Mr. Pooley for the crown wishod to 
know who waB to pay the damages as tho 
judgment did not statu. 

Hia Lordship replied that ho had purpose 
ly refrainod from expressing an opinion on 
that point becauso he considered it a mattor 
of arrangomont between the two govorn 
raents. 

Mr. Bodwoll and Mr. Barnard appeared 
for tho dofonce.

An old honsekeopor says tho way to 
exterminate red ants in it cupboard is to 
placo in it ait earthen dish containing a 
pint of tar, on which two quarts of hot 
water has been poured. 

Lemons will keep for over a month or 
longer in winter by simply immersing 
them in cold water. Change tho water 
twice a week.

Mayor Toague was onco more in his 
place when the counoil met for the regular 
weekly Besslon last evening, and Aid. Wil- 
son was tho only member absent. The min- 
utea of tho four meetings held last week 
wore read and adopted, 

An Invitation by Mayor Phelps of Seattle, 
to tho Mayor and aldermen of Viotoria, to 
attend at the grand ball to bo given on Fri- 
day next, to the Admiral and oflicers of tho 
U.S.S. Philodelphia, was the first comnmni. 
cation read. Ib was accepted with thanks, 
though Aid. H»ll observed that he had 
failf.d to see any councillor but himself at 
the grand balls here last week. 

H F. Heisterman, as attorney In fact for 
John Smoaton, wrote protesting against the 
assessments for sewer coaneotlono from lot 
C, blook "6, $496 52, and from lob 1,001 Gov- 
ernment street. He considers them exces- 
sive, and aaya he will appeal to the courts If 
there is no reduction, Referred to tho en- 
gineer and the aewerago committee to re- 
port. 

Lindlcy Crease, on behalf of ChineBe 
merchants, asked permission for the con- 
struction of a platform 20x20 feet, for tho 
performance of certain religious oeromonloa 
carried on onoe in three years, and during 
which certain candles will be lighted and 
paper burned. The celebration will bo 
from tho ovening of Tuoaday, 26th inst., to 
early In the following morning. Referred 
to the Mayor and ChUf of Police. 

EnBign Patterson presented the third

They state th'.t. the trouble wob duo to a 
miauae of rl o trap rather than to any defect 
in its dw'q.1. Adopted. 

J. C. -<L Keith, arohiteot, reportod the 
result ol an inspection he had made of the 
foundations of the eleotrlo light works. He 
had failed to find e>uy sign of the settling re- 
ported ; bub found that the manner in which 
the engine waa Bet has caused the entire 
weighb and vibration at the fly wheel to be 
borne by certain wedgeB or strips which are 
boiDg worked into the brioka, Ho had pro- 
vided for a concrete foundation In tho spec' 
fications, bub this had been changed into 
brick and oement by the corporation oxpert, 
Upon Aid, Williams explaining that Supor 
intondent Hutchison Bays ho can make the 
matter right withoub muoh trouble, it was 
referred to the eleotric light committee. 

Maria Vigelius aBked that ono or two 
nasty mudholes oppoaito her property, 1G2 
and 161 Pandora stroet, bo fixed, ub her 
tenants havo threatonod to leave othorwiae. 
Referred to streets committed. 

R B. Wood wrote that he had had his fonce 
on Jchbo street moved by command of the 
corporation, to facilitate tho laying of a Bids- 
walk, and ho presented a bill for $8. Let- 
ter filed, Aid. Humphrey stating that there 
had been no command, but that Mr. Wood's 
fence enoroached ou tho stroet and thoy 
would not lay the walk until it was re- 
moved. 

J. H. Friond asked for a threoplank side- 
walk on Andrew street to the oroEsing on 
Bridge Referred to tho streets committoo. 

William Nicholson, Becrolary cf tho Oak- 
lands firo company, transmitted tnoir thanks 
to tho corporation for the firo protection 
afforded. 

The sewerogo committeo reported against 
H. H. Macdonald's request that tho cltj buy 
hia moulds, now in the corporation sheds — 
on tho ground that they uro not wanted. 

TKLEGKAl'HIC FACILITIES. 

Tho special committoo to whom tho matter 
mentioned had boen referred early in the 
yoar, and consisting of Aid, WilliamB, Mac- 
millan and Cameron, reported as follows : 
" ViCTOitlA, 18;h Nov., 1895. 

" Gentlemen— Having aotod through tho 
Victoria Board of T'ade, thereby securing 
their aid and assistance in tho matter of 
securing tho permission of the Dominion 
government to lay a telographic cable to con- 
nect with the American linos on tho Bouth 
side of Juan de Fuca straits. 

" Tho Dominion government have agreed 
to grant permission to any company under- 
taking tho same. The obstruction to such a 
useful undertaking in the past has 



been the attitude of the Dominion govern- 
ment in refusing to grant all provloua re- 
quests. Your committee desiro to report 
thab the field Is now open, and would strong- 
ly recommend thab overy enoouriigement 
possible be given by tho city council bo as to 
induce a private company to give to our oity 
direob telegraphic communication across 
Juan de Fuca atraitB bo as to form a connec- 
tion with the U. S. lines. Tho large sum of 
money spent by our peoplo in telegraphic 
mosmges should bo an inducement for the 
formation of a company to undertake this 
important work." 

TO I!E PROSECUTED. 

Ald. Williams questioned the Mayor 
respecting tho sidewolk and fence romoved 
by Rev. Mr. E liaon. 

The Mayor roplied thab nothing had 
been done after the advice of the city bar- 
riater, ulready reported, that bbecity should 
nob iuterfore, bub leave the parties interested 
to ficht the matter out. 

Ald. Williams thought that in the 
meantime ptople who have to crosa there 
should have a sidewalk. 

Ald. MoLki.la.v advocated laying a walk, 
at least acroBB the sewer which is now auoh 
a nuisance there, and if lb is disturbed bhen 
the persona responsible should be pro- 
secuted. 

Ald. Macmillan moved thab the oity 
solicitor bo instruotod to prosecute the per- 
son who removed the sidewalk. Agreed to. 

WHERE THE MONEY OOES 

Ald. Cameron* rovived tho suggestion 
mado by Aid. Macmillan 6ome months ago, 
that a statement bo proparod for clrouhtiou 
before tho election showing whoro tho money 
goos — what proportion of tho civlo rovenuoe 
ie required for paying intereat and sicking 
fund on debts, and how much is Bpont ou 
osch of tho branches of administration. The 
motion of Aid. Macmillan was thereupon 
taken up, and ib was decided that such a 
statement bo prepared and drab submitted 
to the council. This if approved of will 
form part of the annual reporb, whloh 
pampblob Aid. Williams suggested would be 
moro interesting If issued earlier. 

The board adjourned at 9:15 p.m. 

"CKOSSED THE BAK." 

Death of One of the Beit Known Pacific 
Coast Pioneers at Seattle. 

Who in these parte during tho last thirty- 
seven yearB haB not known Capt. Tom 
Wright? The genial old Captain passed 
over to the Bide of the great majority about 
11 o'clock yesterday morning at Soattlo. 
Capb. Wright, who came to thitiprovinao in 
1858 with his father, engaged in steamboat- 
ing, and his experience in thab line was a 
varied ono. "Captain Tom," as he was 
familiarly known by old-timers on the Paci- 
fic Coast, was among the first to navigate a 
ateamer to Hopo and Yalo. After operating 
in these wators for several years, in con- 
junction with bia brothers, J. T. and George 
S. Wright, he built the Olympia, now the 
Princesa LouIbo, and the Wilson G. Hunt, 
at present in the bone-yard. 

These steamers wero intended to run on 
tho Sacramento river, bub were afterwards 
brought to this province. Capt. Tom, aftor 
leaving the last mentioned steomor, became 
interested in and was captain of tho first 
Btoimer that plied in the U pper Frascr in 
tha season of 1803— the Enterprise— which 
ran between Soda Creek and tho mouth of 
Quesnolle, carrying freight at §80 per ton 
fir sixty miles. 

After 1863 Captain Wright decame owner 
of anoab little steamer, Diana, which alio 
plied in thoao waters and those of Pugtt 
Sound, and many Ib the atory told of Captain 
Tom's hoapitality. Ib was during his 
ooptalnoy of the Diana that the expression, 
" Captain Tom's broadside," waB first heard. 
The captain rendered very valuable service 
to the United States government during the 
time of his ownership of the Diana. He 
waa always on hand when there waa any- 
thing to bo done. 

In later years Capt. Tom became part 
owner and took charge of a boab that played 
an Important part tn tho trade between the 
headwaters of the Sound and the city of 
Victoria. Thla vessel was tho Ellzi Ander- 
son, whloh porformod a very good aeml- 
wookly aervice from this city to Olympia. 
This was in tho days of old, whon tho King- 
ston, Sohomo and Rosalie wore not plying 
six times a wook between Victoria and 
Sound portB. Capt. Wright waa born on 
Fobruary 22, 1828, in tho city of New York, 
and loaves three children, a boy and two 
girla, and a host of friends who will long 
remember him.
